“Fishermen, hunters, trappers 
skiers and climbers can all be 
equipped with these rockets and 
recorded as having them by club, 
the police, or the con- 
cerned.

Sword points out 

He notes that the three dis-

has not brought the results 
desired in a great many cases.”

orchestras but they scarcely bear 
any relation to the orchestra of 
the 20th century. There were 15 
dr 20 pieces, mostly instruments 
of small tonal range and little 
color; _lutes,—lyres,_the _harpsi- 
chord, the flageolet or end-blown 
flute, ophicieide and cembalo. 

And there was no conductor. 
Sometimes the composer played 
the harpsichord, jumping up 
spasmodically to wave his fist or 
a roll of music when the instru: 
mentalists become too widely at 
variance. Also there was no score! 
Led by the harpsichord, the musi- 
clans individually, and hopefully, 
improvised from a figured bass— 
a sort of musical shorthand no- 
tation. No wonder composers, 
Mstening to such a performance 
of their works were driven to 
frenzy. Lully, the 17th century 
composer of opera, while at- 
| tempting to conduct one of these 
ensembles, struck his foot so 
furiously with the baton. that he 
later died of the injury.

The development of the orch- 
estra is closely allied to that of 
the opera, which first appeared 
in Italy in the year 1600. 


36-PIECE ORCHEHTRA 

In 1608, the “Father of Orch- 
estration,” Claudio Monteverde, 
produced his opera “Orfeo,” for 
which he-amassed_an orchestra 
of 36 pieces. There were still no 
parts provided for the individual 
instruments, but Monteverde saw 
this weakness and in the next 
few years he produced the first 
music ever to be specifically writ- 
ten for certain instruments In a 
purely instrumental idiom. He 
originated the pizzicato (plucked 
string)..and_tremolo. bowing. for 
the violinists. He reflected 
dramatic action on the stage in 
his orchestration and so invented 
the first descriptive instrumental 
music. 


Bach and Handel, the giants of 
the 18th century, still depended 
upon the unsatisfactory harpsi 
chord as the most important in 
strument in the orchestra, and 
continued to use the lute and the 
lyre.
